West Florida Rebellion 

September, 1810, a successful rebellion was staged against Spanish rule along the Mississippi River, 
and the Republic of West Florida came into existence. The new republic applied for admission as 
another state in the American union, but instead of honoring this application, President James Madison 
issued a proclamation annexing all of West Florida to the United States as part of the Louisiana 
Purchase. The officials of West Florida refused to recognize this annexation, and continued to function 
as an independent nation. 

November 1810, the people along the Pascagoula River issued a declaration of adherence to the 
West Florida government. 

December 5, 1810, the United States Soldiers under Governor Claiborne of the Orleans Territory 
forcibly seized all the possessions of West Florida along the Mississippi River, and raised the flag of the 
United States.
